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CROSS REFERENCES

536. 01 PURPOSE

The Gty Council of the Gty of Bethlehemconsiders it to be
inthe interest of the citizens of the Cty of Bethlehemto
provi de for the establishnent of a College/University Permt
Par king Program (CUPP) in order to alleviate the hardship
experienced by college and university faculty and staff in
obtai ning on-street parking space, to preserve the quality of
nei ghbor hoods and to provide for inprovenent in air quality. The
powers and duties as contained in this Article shall be perforned
by the Bet hl ehem Parking Authority (the "Parking Authority").

536. 02 COLLEGE/ UNI VERSI TY PERM T PARKI NG PROGRAM

Upon request of a college or university, the Parking
Authority is hereby authorized to designate, as herein provided,
certain streets or parts thereof wwthin the Cty of Bethl ehem as
Col | ege/ University Permt Parking areas in which only vehicles
di splaying valid parking permts may stand or be parked during
time periods established by the Parking Authority.

536. 03 DESI GNATI ON CRI TERI A.

An area shall be deened inpacted and thereby eligible
ol I owi ng

Col l ege/ University Permt Parking provided that the f
criteria are satisfied:
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(a) Al property on both sides of the designated street is
owned or |eased by the college or university; or witten consent
is obtained fromall other property owners on the designated
street; and

(b) The Parking Authority determ nes that the parking
situation on the designated street is such that inplenentation of
the permt programis necessary or convenient for the
adm ni stration, supervision and enforcenent of an efficient
system of on-street parking regul ation.

(c) Gty Council approves by resolution the designation of
the street or part thereof for inclusion in the
Col | ege/ University Permt Parking Program

536. 04 | SSUANCE OF PARKI NG PERM TS.

The Parking Authority may authorize the issuance of
appropriate permts by a college or university and shall cause
parking signs to be erected in the area indicating the tinmes and
condi tions under which parking shall be allowed. The college or
university shall issue permts to the faculty and staff nenbers
upon application and paynent of the applicable fees by the
coll ege or university and conpliance with the terns of this
Ordi nance. The applicant shall set forth in the application the
name, address, vehicle make, nodel and |icense nunber for each
permt holder. Pronptly upon issuance of a permt, the college
or university shall provide the Parking Authority with a copy of
the application therefor. The nunber of spaces designated for
permt parking on a designated street shall not exceed 90% of the
avai |l abl e on-street parking spaces on said street, which nunber
shal | be established by the Parking Authority. A separate permt
shal|l be required for each notor vehicle. Comercial vehicles
exceedi ng a gross wei ght of 10,000 pounds are not eligible for
permts.

536. 05 DI SPLAY OF PERM T.

Permts shall be displayed fromeither the rear bunper of a
vehicle or fromthe rear viewmrror on a vehicle so as to be
readily visible to enforcenent personnel.

536. 06 PERM T PARKI NG EXEMPTI ON

A vehicle on which is displayed a valid parking permt as
provided for herein shall be permtted to stand or be parked in
the Coll ege/University Permt Parking area for which the permt
has been issued during the tinme periods established by the
Par ki ng Authority. However, said vehicle shall not be exenpt
fromparking restrictions or prohibitions established pursuant to
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authority other than this Article including Article 531, Stopping
and Parking, Street Sweeping, of the Codified Odinances as well
as | oadi ng zones, five m nute parking zones, handi capped zones
and ot her special parking restrictions. Al other notor vehicles
parked within a Col |l ege/ University Permt Parking area shall be
subject to the tine restrictions adopted as provided in this
Article as well as the penalties provided for herein.

A Col | ege/ Uni versity Parking Permt shall not guarantee or
reserve to the hol der thereof an on-street parking space within
t he designated Col |l ege/ University Permt Parking area.

536. 07 APPLI CATI ON FOR AND DURATI ON OF PERM T.

Each parking permt issued shall be valid for one (1) year
fromthe date of issuance. Permts may be renewed annual |y upon
reapplication in the manner required by the Parking Authority.
Each application or reapplication for a parking permt shal
contain information sufficient to identify the applicant, his
resi dence address, and the |license nunber of the notor vehicle
for which application is made, and such other information that
may be deened rel evant by the Parking Authority. |If a permt
hol der sells or otherwi se transfers a vehicle bearing a parking
permt sticker, he or she shall renove the sticker before the
transfer. |If a permt holder transfers a vehicle bearing a valid
permt parking sticker and acquires another vehicle, he or she
shal |l provide the college or university which issued the permt
with proof of the transfer and an affidavit attesting to the
removal of the sticker. The college or university may then
provi de a new sticker which wll expire at the sane tine as the
original sticker.

536. 08 PERM T FEES.

The initial cost for each Col |l ege/ University Parking Perm:t
space shall be Seventy-five and 00/100 ($75.00) Dollars and each
annual renewal cost will be Seventy-five and 00/ 100 ($75.00)
Dollars. (Od. 3691. Passed 6/20/95; Od. 3885. Passed
6/ 2/ 98)

536. 09 REVOCATI ON OF PERM T.

The Parking Authority is authorized to revoke the
Col | ege/ Uni versity Parking Permt of any person found to be in
violation of this Article and, upon witten notification thereof,
t he person shall surrender such permt to the Parking Authority.
Fai lure, when so requested, to surrender a College/University
Parking Permt so revoked shall constitute a violation of |aw and
of this Article.
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536. 99 PENALTI ES.

(a) It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Article
for a person to falsely represent hinself as eligible for a
parking permt or to furnish information in an application
t herefor.

(b) It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Article
for a person holding a valid parking permt issued pursuant
hereto to permt the use or display of such permt on a notor
vehicle other than that for which the permt is issued. Such
conduct shall constitute an unlawful act and violation of this
Article both by the person holding the valid parking permt and
t he person who so uses or displays the permt on a notor vehicle
other than that for which it is issued.

(c) It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Article
for a person to copy, produce or otherwi se bring into existence a
facsimle or counterfeit parking permt in order to evade tine
[imtations or parking applicable in a College/University Permt
Par ki ng ar ea.

(d) For violation of any provisions contained in paragraphs
(a), (b) and (c) of this Article the person conmtting the
unl awful act shall be subject to the follow ng penalties:

(1) First violation - A fine of $100.00, or thirty
days inprisonnent, or both;

(2) Second violation - A fine of $200.00, or sixty
days inprisonnent, or both;

(3) Third and each subsequent violation - A fine of
$300. 00, or ninety days inprisonnent, or both.

The Col | ege/ University Permt Parking Programshall remain in
effect through June 2, 1999.* (Ord.
